PRESIDENT WILSON ON 


CONGRESS AND ITS WORK. 


Washington, March 4.—After his 
return to the white house President 
Wilson dictated the following state- 
ment about congress and its work: 


"A great 
congress 
has closed its 
session. Its work will prove the pur- 
pose and quality of its statesman- 
ship, more and more, the longer it is 
tested. 
Business has now a time of 
calm and thoughtful adjustment be- 
fore it, disturbed only by the Euro- 
pean war. 
The circumstances creat- 
ed by the war put the nation to a 
special test, a test of its true char- 
acter and of its selcontrol. 


"The constant thought 
of 
every 
patriotic man should be for the coun- 
try, its peace, its order, its just and 
tempered judgment in the face of 
perplexing difficulties. 
Its difficulty 
and its strength 
alike 
will appear 
not only in the revival of its busi- 
ness, 
despite abnormal 
conditions, 
but also in its power to think to 
purpose and to 
act 
with patience, 
with disinterested fairness and with- 
out excitement, in a spirit of friend- 
liness and enlightenment ^hich will 
firmly establish its influence through- 
out the world." 


Say Words of Farewell. 


Senator Simmons paid a tribute to 
Senator Perkins, of California, who re- 
tired at noon. Senator Perkins eat for a 
moment in contemplation of the tribute. 
Then he slowly half rose from his seat, 
feebly waved his hand toward the North 
Carolina senator and his colleagues in a 
gesture of farewell, and then took his 
seat, again too overcome with emotion to 
speak. 


Senator Gallingor offered a rosohition 
of thanks to Vice President Marshall foi 
his services as presiding officer of the 
senate.

The last hour in the house was de- 
voted to tributes to Speaker Clark. Rep- 
resentative IJiiderM ou(] 
and Pvepublican 
Leader Mann.

In doing so ]Mr. 
Palmer said:

Underwood soon will be the leader in 
the senate. 
He is one of the greatest 
Americans in his time."

for another year. 


In the closing hours, President Wilson 
signed the seaman's bill, the neutrality 
resolution empowering him to prevent 
ships leaving American ports with sup- 
plies for belligerent warships, promoted 
CoL Goethals to be a major general tor 
his services as builder of the Panama 
canal and gave promotions to other of- 
ficers associated with the work. 


Fell by the Wayside. 


The administration ship bill, the Phil- 
ippine bill, the conservation bills, the 
rural credits provision of the agricultur- 
al bill and ratification of the treaties 
with Colombia and Nicaragua—^all hard 
pressed administration measures—fell by 
the wayside. 


In the senate several members long 
prominent national figures—among them 
Senators Root and Burton, stepped back 
into private life as the curtain fell. In 
the house. Democratic Leader Underwood 
•aid good bye, to sit in the next senate 
and three score or more members re- 
tired. 


For many minutes before adjournment 
there was a lull in the senate. Abso- 
lutely no business was transacted.

The scene that is portrayed is the 
one which is related in the "bible when 
the body of Jesus was taken from the 
cross, previous to burial and was laid 
in the arms of liis mother, Mary.

Washington, March 4.—The official 
text of the Grerman government's reply 
to the American note suggesting that 
Germany and Great .Britain agree on a 
plant to lessen danger to neutral ship- 
ping in the war zone, was made public 
here today. 
It follows: 


"The 
imperial 
German 
government 
has taken note with great interest of 
the suggestion of the American govern- 
laent that ccrtain principles for the con- 
dnet of maritime warfare between Ger- 
many and England be agreed upon for 
the protection of neutral shipping. They 
see therein hew evidence of the friendly 
feeling of the American government to- 
ward the German government which are 
fully reciprocated by Germany. 
1 ' "It is in accordance with (Sermany's 
wishes also to have maritime war con- 
daeted according to rules which without 
diflcriminately 
restricting one or

other of the belligerent powers in the 
use of their means of warfare are equal-

"With regard to the various points of 
the American note they beg to make 
the following remarks: 


"First: With regard to the sowing 
of mines, the German government would 
be willing to agree as suggested not to 
use floating mines and to have anchored 
mines constructed as indicated. Moro> 
oyer, they agree to put the stamp of 
thb- government on all mines 
to 
be 
planted. On the other hand it does not 
appear to them to be feasible for the 
belligerents wholly to forego the uae 
of anchored mines for offensive purposes. 


"Second: 
The 
Gerwan government 
would imdertake not to use their aub- 
marines to attack mercantile 
of 
any 
flag except when necessary to enforce 
the right of visit and search. 
Should 
the enemy nationality of the vessel or 
the presence of contraband be ascertain* 
ed, submarine would proceed in accord' 
ance with the general rules of interna- 
tional law.

Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


The official German statement of 
today says that French attacks in 
the west were repulsed easily. 
The 
French statement asserts that vio- 
lent assaults by the Germans were 
defeated. 
North of Arras near the 
Belp'an border, the Germans captured 
positions of the allies which they 
say were nearly a mile in extent. 


Russian attacks near the Prussian 
border are said by the Germans to 
have failed. 
The German efforts to 
capture Ossowetz have resulted in a 
violent battle with no decision yet iu 
sight. 


More than fifty warships of the 
allies,

including

Russian 
cruiser, are now engaged in the ef- 
fort to batter a way through the 
Dardanelles for the capture of Con- 
stantinople. 


London, March 4—(12:28 p. m.)— 
The interest of British readers in the

Arrests Do Not Clear Up 
Anarchist Menace in 
New York. 


New York, 31arch 4.—Tlie existence 
of many plots on which the police have 
been working was made known today in 
a statement by Arthur Wood, police 
commissioner, in commenting on the 
indictment by the grand jiu-y of Frank 
Abamo and Charles Carbone charged 
with attepting to explode a bomb in St 
Patrick's cathedral on Tuesday. 


Commissioner Wood said that so far 
as this case is concerned it does not 
go beyond Abamo and Carbone but that 
there were other plots and other men 
which the police were watching. 
The 
commissioner indicated 
that 
Amedo 
Polignani the young patrolman respon- 
sible for the arrest of Abamo and Car- 
bone, . would have a part in exposing 
other bomb plots. 


Justification for placing the bomb in 
St. Patrick's cathedral waa sununed by 
Abamo when arraigned yesterday with 
the brief statement that: "We wanted 
to put a bomb in some rich neighbor- 
hood so that the rich would xmderatand 
the sorrows of the poor." 


"I plead guilty to the act," Abamo 
said yvhea asked to plead. "But I did 
not mean to do .any harm. I was there 
but it waa all the idea of this other 
man," referring to Poligoani, the pa^l* 
roan. 
Carbone ent^od a pie* of not 
guilty.. 


District Attorney Perkins stated to- 
day that he would move to have Abamo 
ahd Carbone tried aa soon. aa possible. 
The men will be Inrought into court 
again tomorrow when their pleaa will be 
fpmially entered and eounsel aasigned 
to them If thejr have aoi made other ar- 
raiweaienta for their dofenao before that 
tine.

Whetlicr all of theff 
were at work when tlie explosion oc- 
curred oflicers of the company admitted 
they were unable to say. but the opinior, 
prevailed that perhaps 20 had escaped 
the disaster. 


Little hope is now entertained that 
any of the buried 'men are still alive.

Former Member of EngUiii

Thomas Gibson Bowles, former member

^ t e of ship brokers in London expressed 
with much emphasis his inability

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Two Years of Wilson. 


It is precisely two years since Woodrow Wilson be- 
icame president of the United States, and half the presi- 
'dentiol term for which he was elected in 1912, is ended, 
and both friends and foes of the administration will tmii 
,with much interest to a review of its accomplishments. 
Important congressional legislation enacted during these 
two years is summarized by a Washington writer as fol- 
lows: 


1. Revision of the tariff. 
2. The creation of a new banking and currency sys- 
tem. 


3. The establishment of a trade commission, which 
is to have supervision over all corporations engagiag in 
interstate trade, and the enactment of important amend- 
ments to the Sherman anti-trust law. 


. 4. Thè repeal of legislation enactèd by the preced- 
ing congress providing for free Panamá , canal tolls for 
ships engaged in the American coastwise trade. 


5. Authorization for the president to locate, con-» 
sti^ct and operate a railroad system in the territory of 
Alaska. 


: 6. Legislation encouraging foreign-built ships to 
take out American registry. 


7. The establishnient of a war risk insurance bureau 
in the treasury department. 


' 8. The levying of a war revenue tax made necessary 
Jby the Europeán conflict. 


It will be readily agreed that dming these two years 
the president has had more knotty problems to solve than 
lias any other executive since civil war days. His burden 
lhas been a tremendous one, and the ordinary man would 
Idòubtless have broken down under its strain months ago. 
Of his personal accomplishments the most notable have 
been the driving of the special interest lobby from the na- 
tional capital and the keeping of the United States from 
war, both in the Mexican embroílmeñt and in the still 
more delicate European situation. There has, in fact, 
ficaroely been a moment since he has occupied the presi- 
'deñtial chair when it was not necessary to move carefully 
in order to avoid war dangers that beset the coimtry. His 
has been the master hand that has thus far piloted the 
country safely. Doubtless even the president himself is 
^disappointed in the fact that foreign conditions have 
operated against a fair test of the taiiff and other con- 
structive legislation that has been enacted. It is certain, 
however, hat there has been a constant augmentation of 
ptiblic coi^dence in the presidentas sincerity, his patriot-

"We can prevent loss to n«utrals." 
says the Matin, "by purchasinit cMeoes 
of which we desire to deprive Germany. 
We should perhaps lose on

chMes, which we neither could use nor 
retell until later, but the loss would be 


a mere drop in the ocean of enormous 
war espensi! and very little in compar- 
ison to the extra blood it would have 
been necessary 
to 
shed 
for having 
neglected this necessary means to hast- 
en the enemy's capitulation by economic 
stranmilation." 


Prof. Charles Richel, writing in the 
Figaro, declares that while the Ger- 
mans contend the allies' blockade is Lnr- 
barous and 
contrary 
to international 
law, a blockade carried out by a French 
fleet prevented British admirals from 
revictualinjt 
General Cornwallis, 
thus 
forcing him to capitulate at Yorktown in 
the American revolutionary war. 
Pro- 
fessor Richel says no historian ever has 
pretended this was a disloyal abt and 
"we should be greatly surprised if the 
Americans in 1915 condemned a pro- 
ceeding which permitted Gen. Washing- 
ton, in 1781, to win American independ- 
ence."

This consummation of iiard and Un- 
ceasing labors that began last November 
and ended only in the conclave Wednes- 
day, caused President IjouIs Heilbroner 
to. release a sigh of relief that sounded 
llkfr a gas explosion. 
There was uncer^. 
tainty and 
misgiving 
until the Terre

table with the good fellowship stuff and 
gave pledge of word and cash that the 
Terrier combination woiuld stay on the 
Central resen'atlon. 
It saved the league 
from further worry and hard times, for 
with Terre Haute out it meant crucifixion 
for Evansville, one of the best minor 
league propositions on the map. So that 
today the Central is enlarged and intact 
instead of facing the necessity to go out 
and And two more .eligible towns. 


All the eight cities of the expanded re- 
organized circuit have posted their guar- 
antees and there remains now as the only 
preliminary to opening the season the 
adoption of a schedlile.

Foreign Relations. 


Foreign relations of the nation were 
constantly to the fore almost from the 
beginning of the congress. The Mexican 
situation required close aj^tention from 
the^outset,. as has the European war. 
Throughout the session the president and 
the senate foreign, relations committee 
were In frequent conferences and much 
was done to restrain unusual démon- 
strations which might have disturbed 
international tranquBity. 
Early in the 
session general arbitration treaties with 
several great foreign powers were re- 
newed for five-year periods and twentyi 
six peace commission treaties providing 
for Investigation of international dis- 
putes befOTe resort to arms were ne- 
gotiated and ratified. A treaty to. en- 
force the regulations adopted by the 
London 8afety-at-Sea ' conference 
was 
ratified last^December, but with an 
amendment ^l^king reservations which 
came too late for other powers to con- 
sider, thus preventing enforcement of 
the convention. 
A treaty with Nica- 
ragua providing for acquirement of the

The Closing Session. 


The closing session of the congress 
was almost wholly devoted to. appro-

The bill provides for assessments on 
teachers' salaries

may be pensioned. It provides for ben- 
efits to disabled teachers after twenty- 
five years', service and for voluntary re- 
tirement after thirty-five years service 
on an annuity of $600 and after forty 
years on an annuity of $700.

One 
of the finest fighting men in this lieu- 
tenant's coinpany, à'devil-may-care sort 
of man by the name of Lcgrand, was 
eating his heart out in secret at the ab- 
sence of all news from home. 
^ He was found in tears one morning,

nothing else for him to do but to blow 
out his brains. Ho could stand the BUS- 
pcnso no longer. 


With that touch of feeling that makes 
all men brothers at the front his com- 
radee get to work to find a letter that 
might meet tho case. 


No matter to whom they may write 
women all say tho same in these war 
times, and a letter for one man can 
easily seiH'c for almost every soldier in 
his trench. 


As luck had it Lcgrand was named 
Jean, and a dozen Jeans had

At nightfall Audrioux 
was 
caught 
stealing from the trench. 
Shame-faced- 
ly he explained that aa Legrand was 
dead there was no harm in trying to 
find him in order to get his letter ^ck- 


Ifo would not listen to any nd^ico to 
wait until things had quieted down. Off 
he went, and a couple, of days later the 
men found him stretched stiff and stark 
by the body of Legrand. 


Both Avere clutching tightly at the 
blood-stained letter. Le^and had taken 
it from his breast fo»- one last kisa be- 
fore he died, and Audrioux had stooped 
to grasy it at the moment that a bidlet 
laid him low. 


"Lo Telegramme" prints the story of 
a woman fleeing under firo to Paris from 
a village near La Bassce. 


One of her threo children wa^q kiUed 
by a spent bullet, and the 
disfr.acted 
mother, to save her lifo and that of the 
other children, had to hurry on 
and 
leave the dead body of her twelve-year- 
old daughter by the roadside. 


Tlio woman's husband was called out 
at tlie beginning of the war, and she 
was left with tho care of her 
three 
children. 
Lately tho war came so close 
to her little home that she was forced 
to risk tho dangers of the journey, and 
seek some place of greater safety. 


She set out with her children early 
one morning. 
If it was dangerous to 
stay, it seemefl just then even more 
dangerous to go. 
A terrific fusillade 
%vaa going on all round. As the woman 
herself describes the journey she and 
her children were in the home of death; 
where the bullets were falling like rain 


"The journey was one long torture," 
she said. 
"We were trembling 
witíi 
fear, but we bad to pueh on, and then 
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one of my children—^my little girl^— 
Was struck by a German bullet. 
She 
died in my arms. 


"I was "distracted. 
I could not stay 
by her body for fear that the 
other 
children would be 
killed. 
I had 
ta 
make them hurry on—to leave the body 
of my little one lying there by thè roid- 
side. It was my Calvary. 


"So we passed on in spite of the bul- 
lets and the danger, expecting death at 
every moment. 
But the body of my 
little girl—is it still lying there by th« 
roadside ?" 


Among the hxmdreds of refugees who 
had to leave Ypres as the German in- 
vasion advanced wa« a Belgian lady of 
eighty-three. Her only relative, a stm, 
wag with the Belgian army, and sha 
had to find refuge alone with friends 
in France. 


The shock of leaving a town to which 
she was connected by the close 
tics 
that a long lifo had woven brought on 
an illness that was Increased by th« 
news of the destruction by the Germans 
of so much with which the old lady had 
tender association. 
It was soon dear 
that her feeble strength waa ebbing, and 
as she felt death conscioualy draw near 
she became possessed of one dominating 
wish; she wanted to die in her old home 
in ruined Ypres. 


Tho old lady's son in tho 
Belgian 
army has greatly distinguished himaeli 
by his gallantry, and the. authoritiesj 
when they were asked for the nifcessary 
permission for the dying Belgian woman 
to be taken back to her homa in ruined 
Ypres gave immediate consent. 


It was an English medical officer in 
tho service of the Belgian army to whon^ 
the feeble old lady owed it that she ha-i 
mad« this last journey. He had her .bed 
placed in an ambulance cAr and, with 
a nurse to attend her during the jour- 
ney, he drove her himaelf into Ypres and 
took her back to her old home. 
And 
there, attended by one or two friends 
who have returned to Ypres, 
she at- 
tained her wiah.

B«*ded today to enlarge the power of 
Prwident AYilson to prevent violations 
of American neutrality by vessels leav- 
ing United States ports with men or 
supplies for belligerent warships w-as 
the president's approval of a joint reso- 
lution of congress. The resolution, a 
eubstituto for that previously passef 
by the house, was unanimously adopte( 
by tho senate early today following a 
conference at the white house last nigh 
Wween President AYilson and member 
bf tho foreign relations committee of 
the nenate and house and others.

It wiU be readily agreed that during these two years 


the president has had more knotty problems to solve than 
has any other executive since civil war days. His burden
